HAVE THEY FORMED 


A SUICIDE CLUB? 


BELIEF THAT STUDENTS HAVE 


MADE PACT WITH DEATH. 


•Organization Embraces Some of the 


Brightest Youths in the . School— 
Two Have Thus Far Taken Their 
Own Lives—Both Were Sons of 
Professors. 


Madison, Wis., Sept, 27—A suicide 


club exists among the students of the 
state university. 
At least such is the 


•assertion made by those who pretend to 
know whereof they affirm. 
It is said to 


embrace in its membership many ot the 
brightest lads in the school. 


Henry B. Freeman, son of Professor 


B. Freeman, of the state university, and 
brother to Dr. Dwight Freeman, of Chi- 
cago, was founc! dead by his father this 
morning. The young man bought a 
bottle ol! chloroform yesterday morning 
and used it freely before death ended his 
morbid feelings. 


He first tried n cloth 
saturated with 


the anaesthetic, but this method seems 
to have been too slow. 
Then he poured 


the chloroform into a dish and buried 
his face in it. He was found that way 
when his father went to his room to 
arouse him for breakfast. 


Young Freeman was to have entered 


the university today. 
His was a bright 


mind, but he sutfereh much from ner- 
vousness, at times growing moody and 
disconsolate beyond the power of his 
friends to dissipate, 
He would turn 


from these melancholy fits into stages of 
the most 
exuberant 
hilarity, which 


would last for wseks. only to relapse in- 
to melancholia again. 
He had many 


friends. 


His mother, to whom he was much at- 


tached, has boon confined in an asylum 
for the insane for some years, and this 
fact apparently had much to do with 
the gloominess of the son. Freeman 
lived next door to the late W. W. Allen, 
son of Professor Allen, whose body was 
found in Lake Minnetonka some days 
ago. 
It is known that yoxmg Allen 


killed himself, and the death of young 
Freeman, his most infimate associate in 
.life, has suggested the theory that a sui- 
cide club, the like of which existed in a 
Missouri college some years ago, has 
besn started by the boys in Madison.

inquiry.' 
The "records of the war de- 


partment and the assistance o£ its offi- 
cials shall be subject to your call. 


-"I cannot impress 
upon you too 


strongly my wish that your investiga- 
tion shall be so thorough and complete 
that your report when made will fix the 
responsibility for any failure or fault by 
reason of ne'glect, in'competency or mis- 
administration upon the officers and 
bureaus responsible therefore—if it be 
found that the evils complained of ex- 
isted. 


••The people of the country are enti- 


tled to know whether or not the citizens 
who so promptly responded to the call 
of duty have been neglected or misused 


. or maltreated by the government to 


which they so willingly gavft their ser- 
vices. It'thcre have been wrongs com- 
mitted the wrong doers must not escape 
conviction and punishment.'1

HAVANA TO BE TAKEN NEXT. 


B1C Army Not Likely to Be Sent to 


Garrison tiie Couquered Island— Lives 
and Health of the Troops to Be TVell 
Looked ATtcr. 


Washington, Sept. 27.—The Ameri- 


can army of occupation, in the opin- 
ion of Acting Secretary of War Meikle- 
john, will take possession first of the 
Cuban province of Pinar del Rio. This 
is the westernmost province in the is- 
land, but it is next to the province of 
Havana, of which the city of Havana 
is the capital. 
The Spaniards have 


suggested that the American govern- 
ment begin tf.;-:ing possession of Cuba 
by sending garrisons to the eastern 
end and gradually working westward. 
This transparent 
proposition 
is in- 


tended to lengthen 
the 
undisturbed 


occupation of Havana by the Spanish 
army, but it is not agreeable to the 
American authorities. Havana is the 
key to the island, and this govern- 
ment wants possession of that key as 
soon as the passage of the rainy sea- 
son makes it possible to occupy 
it 


with a minimum of danger to 
the 


health of troops. 


The proposition to begin the occu- 


pation in Pinar del Rio may be a deli- 
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cate move to 
e the pride of the 


Spaniards. It will not long delay the 
American entry into Havana, and the 
Spaniards will be welcome to any flat- 
tering delusions they may derive from 
the fact that the invading host does 
not pounce upon Havana the first thing. 


Secretary Meiklejohn is still confi- 


dent the movement into Cuba will not 
begin before Nov. 1, barring unexpec- 
ted developments, and he says it may 
be deferred untii the middle o"f Novem- 
ber. 
The rainy season will not be well 


over 
before November and 
it will 


require a month or moi-s to fit up the 
transports which are beirg transformed 
into fine troopships. 
There is a grow- 


ing sentiment in some quarters against 
sending to Cuba and Porto Rico as 
large forces as have been proposed. 
It 


is argued that they are not needed and 
that a needlessly large number- of sol- 
diers would be exposed to disease. 
It 


has been the understand ins in army 
circles that about f.0,000 troops would 
be maintained in Cuba and 12,000 in 
Porto Rico. It is asserted that in times 
of peace the Spaniards oiten had no 
more than 25,000 in Cuba, and a mem- 
ber of the Cuban legation in Washing- 
ton is quoted as authority for the state- 
ment that away back in 186S the Span- 
ish force was only 10,000.
